It is be- 
lieved here that dnless China accepts 
the Russian views unconditionally with- 
in a stated period, forcible measures will 
follow.

In the action taken at Peking today 
the Russian Government reverts to the 
originait demands concerning China’s 
adherence to the terms of the treaty of 
i881. Since the first note was presented 
to the Chinese Foreign Board, there has 
been a series of exchanges in which 
China has appeared as yielcding on ev- 
ery disputed point. The negotiations, 
however, have led nowhere, owing, ac- 
cording to the St. Petersburg view, to 
quibbling on the payt o* the Chinese. 

In the last few days there have been 
persistent rumors in the Fer East that 
Russian patience was exhausted, and 
that a declaration of wir against China 
was imminent. It Wouid appear now 
that Russia proposes ie enforce her first 
semi-ultimatum, which carried with it 
the threat of a complete cessation of 
friendly relations between the two Gov- 
ernments.

Harry D. Kelly of Council Bluffs early 
shot and killed Deputy Sheriff

killed Edward Sterzing, a 
bartender. 

The Council Bluffs physician was be- 
ing taken by the deputy sheriff to the 
inebriate hospital at Knoxville. The 
two men occupied the same room at 
the Kirkwood Hotel during the night. 
Early this morning Kelly took a re- 
volver from the pocket of the deputy 
sheriff and fired three shots into the 
body of the latter as he lay asleep. 

Kelly then unlocked the door to the 
room and hastened down the street. He 
entered a saloon at Third and Court 
streets and demanded a drink. Ster- 
zing, the bartender, refused to sive him 
the liquor. 

Arrested Near Saloon. 

“You saloonkeepers have made an ine- 
briate of me, and now you refuse me a 
drink,’”’ Kelly said as he drew the re- 
volver, which he had reloaded, and fired 
five shots into Sterzing’s body. Sterzing 
died an hour later at Mercy Hospital. 

Kelly was arrested near the saloon, 
and is in the city jail. In his cell he de- 
manded whisky and cigarettes. 

“Tl know I’m a drunkard, but that 
makes no difference to you,” he said to 
a newspaper man. ‘Can't you give me 
a cigarette?’ 

Successful in Practice. 

Kelly is still apparently under the in- 
fluence of liquor, and does not realize 
what he has done. He has been a resi- 
dent of Council Bluffs all his life, being 
the son of J. W. Kelly, the Council 
Bluff. representative of the Standard 
Oil Co. He is about 30 years old, and 
a graduate of Creighton University Med- 
ical School. He has been very SucCCeSB- 
ful in his practice. He is not married.

Flyer, running from Chicago to Jack- 
sonville, Fla., was wrecked on the Ala- 
paha Trestie, three miles south of Ala- 
paha Station, on the Brunswick & 
Western division of the Atlantic Coast 
Line Raijway, at 7:20 o'clock this morn- 
ing. The train carried down.-with it 
40 feet of the trestle. The baggage 
car was telescoped and the first and 
second class coaches and the first Pull- 
man sleeping car fell through the tres- 
tle. 
“Conductor Charles J. Parnell of Sa- 
vannah and a negro porter are sup- 
posed to be under the wreckage. 
Engine Axle Broke. 

“The accident was caused by the en- 
gine driving; wheel axle breaking off, al- 
though the engine remained on the tres- 
tle. . Hospital trains were sent from the 
Coast Line hospital at Waycross to the 
scene of the wreck, with doctors and 
nurses on board. Doctors were also sent 
from Tifton on a special train, and the 
company doctors from Willaccochee 
went to the scene on a handcar. It will 
bé 36 hours before the track is cleared.

Will Attack More Towns, 

In spite of the resignation of the Mexi- 
can cabinet, the junta here declared to- 
day that there will be no cessation of 
hostilities in the war zone. It is de- 
clared Madero will continue to prevent 
railroad and telegraphic communication 
throughout Northern Mexico and will 
endeavor to capture more towns as 
bases of supplies. 

The demand that Diaz declare null 
his last election and agree to a new 
election will not be relinquished and the 
popular election of governors of states 
and jefes politico will be insisted upon. 
The junta declares any negotiations 
Must be conducted under an armed 
truce. 

Possible Interior Minister. 

Nevertheless the selections made by 
President Diaz for a new cabinet, it is 
thought, will have an important bearing 
on the insurrection. Miguel Ahumada, 
now Governor of the State of Chihua- 
hua, who has been looked upon as a 
possible minister of the interior, is re- 
garded by the insurrectos as a leader 
of the reform movement. 

Sener Jose Yves Limantour and Ber- 
mnardo Reyes, former Minister of War, 
now in Europe on a “military mission,” 
are expected to figure prominently in 
the new cabinet if the wishes of the in- 
surrectog are considered.

Summary of What

The Sechelt left yesterday afternoon 
with about thir.g-five passengers, most- 
ly laborers, bound to the Canadian 
Northern Railroad construction camp 
at Peddar Bay, and a crew of four 
men, with Capt. H. B. James, manager 
of the company, in command. 

Boy Brings the News. 

Early this morning a boy arrived at 
Esquimault in a gasoline launch from 
William Head quarantine station with 
news that the steamer had“tapsized. All 
that the boy knew was the Sechelt had 
capsized and he believed’ all were 
drowned. He had been sent for assist- 
ance. 

The tug William Jolliffe was sent out 
as soon as the news was received and 
wireless messages were sent to the 
Australian liner Moana, which left for 
the Antipodes early this morning, noti- 
fying Captain Morrissey of the dis- 
aster. 

Encounters Squalls. 

The steamer seemingly made the call 
at William Head and proceeded to Ped- 
dar Bay, when she encountered the 
strong southwest squalls which pre- 
vailed about 4:30 p. m. She was then 
off Beachy Head, a wooded cliff, form- 
ing the western entrance at Beachey 
Bay. 

Not until news is received from the 
tug William Jolliffe will it be known 
what was the fate of those on board 
the capsized steamer. 

The Sechelt was 82 feet 2 with a 
gross register of 73 tons.

OU IMPRISONED 
CARRIER PIGEONS 
BURN IN A SHED 


Veteran Homers of Long Flights 
Beat Wings Vainly in Ef- 
fort to Escape. 





Fifty strong-winged and courageous 
carrier pigeons died in a fire at 2109 
Menard street Saturday morning when 
the shed in which they were housed 
was burned by flames from an adjoin- 
ing shed, which had been set on fire by 
hot ashes. 

The birds belonged to William Hal- 
lade and included some of the best 
“homers” in St. Louis. In the lot were 
veteran birds which have been sent 100 
miles from home and liberated with 
the certainty that as fast as wings 
could carry them they would fly back 
to their own shed. 

In addition to these veteran long- 
distance fliers there were several young 
birds who were to make their initial 
flights this spring and hen pigeons set- 
ting on the two eggs that form the 
equipment of a pigeon’s maternity nest. 

When the fire broke out in the shed 
adjoining owned by Emanuel Tom- 
zinsky there was commotion in the 
pigeon loft. The birds realized their 
danger and flew wildly from side to side 
of the shed looking for some chance to 
escape and use their strong wings In 
the night air to get away from danger. 

The shed was without an exit for 
the birds, and with pitiful cries they 
beat their. wings against the windows 
and struggled to break the glass. No 
one seemed to think of opening the 
door or breaking a window. 

As their shed burned most of the 
pigeons dropped to the floor, suffo- 
cated by smoke. Some of the strong- 
er of the old birds, who had made 
many a hard flight, fought it out to the 
tine when the falling roof gave them 
an exit, when they flew through the 
flames to drop fatally burned on the 
outside.

Gov. Hadley Saturday vetoed the 
Democratic caucus: measure for a bi- 
partisan board ef two excise commis- 
sioners for St. Louis, these to be ap- 
pointed by the Mayor from the twe 
leading parties, the power of removal 
being lodged only in the Mayor. 

He characterized this measure, accord- 
ing to a news telegram to the Post- 


Dispatch, as a “miserable makeshift for 
home rule in _ excise affairs,’’ and 
charged that the Democrats were not 
sincere in its enactment. He deckred 
there is no more reason for two excise 
commissioners in St. Louis than for 
two chiefs of police, in view of the fact 
that in this official is lodged only the 
power of enforcing the dramshop laws. 

Gov. Hadley set out in his veto mes- 
sage that an excise enabling act draft- 
ed by a nonpartisan committee repre- 
senting civic organizations of St. Louis, 
Kansas City and St. Joseph was sum- 
marily killed to make way for this 
measure, the tendency of which would 
be to drag this important work into 
partisan politics and operate against 
the proper enforcement of the excise 
laws. 

He approved the bipartisan idea set 
up in the bill creating election boards 
for the cities, but asserted that this 
principle does not extend to the man- 
agement of a city’s excise affairs. The 
Democrats, he said, while in power in 
this State did not subscribe to the bi- 
partisan theory of government.

The’ Public Service Commission’s bill 
reducing electric light rates, which has 
been passed by the House of Delegates, 
has been referred by the Cit*¥ Council to 
its Committee on Public Improvements, 
of which Councilman Schutz is chair- 
man. 

The committee has _ requested the 
members of the Public Service Commis- 
sion to appear before it Monday to give 
information on certain features of the 
bill. Councilman Schneiderhahn, who is 
a member-of the committee, and who 
was chairman of the special commit- 
tee negotiating the proposed mill-tax 
compromise and franchise extension bill 
with United Railways, said Saturday 
that he desired to ascertain whether 
the reduction in the maximum rates of 
Union Electric would not result in a 
corresponding increase in the rates of 
consumers now paying less than the 
maximum. 

Union Electric is preparing to intro- 
duced in the Municipal Assembly a 
substitute bill for the Public Service 
Commission’s bill. The bill proposed 
a residence rate of 11 cents a kilowatt 
hour for the first four kilowatt hours’ 
consumption for the first four active 
rooms, and the same rate for the first 
two and one-half kilowatt hours’ con- 
sumption for each active room in ex- 
cess of four. All current in excess 
of that amount is to be charged for at 
the rate of 6 cents a kilowatt hour. 

The average residence rates of Union 
Electric, discounts off, as shown by 
the investigation of the Public Service 
Commission, was a little less than ll 
cents a kilowatt hour. These rates are 
to be allowed only to consumers cen- 
tracting for service for a year. To 
consumers of other than residence ser- 
vice the company desires permission to 
charge a maximum rate of 11 cents. 

The Public Service Commission’s bil] 
fixes. 9% cents a,kilowatt hour as the 
maximum rate, and reduces the monthly 
guarantee to & cents. 

A delay in the Council would be fatal 
to the Public Service Commission's bill, 
because it will barely have time to go 
through the Council if the Public Im- 
provements Committee acts on it 
promptly.

THE “CINCH” BILL.. 
Charles W. Bates, former City Counselor, leaves 
nothing but fragments of the structure built up 
by the advocates of the street railway “cinch” 
bill. He has dissected it legally, morally and 
practically with disastrous consequences to its 
honesty, desirability and expediency. 

It was to be expected. Mr. Bates is a cold an- 
alysf. He is not to be muddled by technical 
phraseology and he is familiar with the ins and 
outs of legal guile. He brought to bear on the 
measure the knowledge acquired by years of 
study of municipal law and municipal problems; 
he utilized his intimate knowledge of corporation 
methods and street railway affairs. He speaks 
out of the experience of years spent in familiar 
association with all kinds of public utility fran- 
chises and he speaks calmly, judicially and 
pointedly. 

Shall we demur or deny when the legal ad- 
viser of the late Board of Freeholders, which 
delved deep into such problems, says the mill- 
tax obligation of the United Railways can be 
settled justly only by payment of the full amount 
due? 

Shall we demur or deny when he says there 
is nothing to compromise, that it is all res ad- 
judicata? | 

Shall we demur or deny when he sums up this 
feature of the “cinch” bill thus: 

The mere fact that this company has de- 
layed paying its taxes for so many years, 
until they have accumulated to a large sum, 
ought not to be considered in determining the 
question as to whether the taxes should be 
collected. 

But the payment, non-payment or ‘comprom- 
ise” of the mill-tax sums due and unpaid, is in 
itself, a matter of minor importance. Every cit- 
izen would favor remission of the whole $17,500,- 
000, estimated as the total amount of loss to 
the city under the “cinch” bill, if the compensa- 
tion were to be service of the highest efficiency 
or any degree of efficiency. 

Of this Mr. Bates says: 

If the United Railways Co. is to be given a 
premium for violating its obligations to the 
city and refusing to obey the ordinances, what 
assurance has the city that it will not pursue 
the same course with respect to the alleged 
compromise should it be put in forcet 
Under the ruthless analysis it becomes still 

plainer that there is no guarantee and no pros- 
pect or possibility that better service will re- 
sult, or that the street railway system will be 
brought up by extensions and adequate improve- 
ments to the point of meeting the demands of 
the traffic either now or in the future. The sole 
motive of the supporters of the grab is to se- 
cure extension of franchise rights, absolute free- 
dom from effective regulation, independence of 
existing ordinances, and the complete absence of 
that restraint which bitter experience has taught 
is absolutely necessary to prevent financial piracy 
and insure the full discharge of corporate obli- 
gations. Says Mr. Bates: 

For the city to dicker or attempt to contract 
away its police powers, which it holds for the 


protection of the people of the city, ought to 
be abhorrent to every citizen. 


We commend Mr. Bates’ review for careful 
reading. It goes to the vitals of the questign. 
It shows the absurdity of the city’s surrendering 
to a corporation because the corporation refuses 
to pay its taxes. It shows the United Railways 
as a lawbreaker of insolence. It shows the “cinch” 
bill as offering premiums for breaking the law 
and inviting the malefactors to return again for 
new premiums. 

The review amplifies and emphasizes the nat- 
ural surprise that in the second decade of the 
twentieth century there is a corporation brazen 
enough to offer and city councilmen antiquated 
enough to entertain a scheme for ravishing a city 
of the first class.

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ISCOVERING Leomard Merrick is 
DD a great joy for the literary adven- 

turer. When you have blushed, 
titillated, sobbed and laughed through 
“Conrad In Quest of siis Youth’’ you 
will turn to the front of the book and 
read to your amazement the author’s 
list of 12 novels and a note from the 
publisher intimating that there are oth- 
ers. Yet you had not known that Leon- 
ard Merrick existed. Locke admires 
him, Barrie ‘has given him a “‘character”’ 
and you were not aware that he held 
the key to unlock all your emotions. 
Such a discovery is like finding the 
pot of gold or opening the door to 
Arcady. 

Conrad Warrener is the chap who 
quests his youth after 20 years’ exile in 
a “colony.” He goes to Paris—to the 
Quartier Latin, where he had studied 
painting, and finds that “e has lost hig 
relish for French tobacco, that “‘the ar- 
dor of the students left him chilly and 
the rodomontades of his compatriots 
sounded stupid.’’ Angele and Suzanne 
are witless beside his recollection of 
their mothers; the freaks among t'* 
youths are joyless and their aspirations 
out of drawing. 

The trouble with Conrad, according 
to his creator, is that he is 37 years 
old. Evidently Mr. Merrick has recently 
achieved that lofty pinnacle of age and 
imagines that soon the sap will cease 
to flow. Conrad rebels against the de- 
cree of age at 37. He goes to a sad 
watering place, Sweetbay, where he was 
very happy in childhood, rents a house 
and calls to him Nina, Gina and Ted, 
who were happy there with him. Their 
house party is a loathsome failure. He 
goes on the trail of Mary of Sweetbay, 
whom he had loved, and finds her a 
hard woman of defeated social-climbing 
ambition. . 

A scent of chypre from the handker- 
chief of a woman in a theater reminds 
him of his first love, Mrs. Adaile, ‘“‘the 
most beautiful woman in the world,” 
whp played with his affections at Rouen 
when he was 17 and she was—we are 
never told how much older. He refuses 
to be disheartened by the failure of his 
search for Mary and trails Mrs. Adaile 
to Ostend. She is still beautiful but 
heavier. He flirts with her audaciously, 
though it is an affair of words, and 
leaves him cold. A perfectly tragic de- 
nouement is averted by a lucky whim- 
sical accident, which may be.Mr. Mer- 
rick’s symbol of Conrad’s Age. 

Sent wandering on his quest again, 
Conrad finds his youth when he meets 
Rosalind Heath as was, Lady Darling- 
ton as is, who, hungry for a taste of her 
old life on the stage, joins a sad com- 
pany of musical comedians at Blithe- 
point. The company fails, but Conrad’s 
opulent pocketbook makes easy the way 
of the actor folk. His flirtation with the 
lady leads him to a situation in which 
he realizes “that fizzing in his pulses 
and his mind was the zest, the buoy- 
‘ancy that he had mourned as dead. He 
reviewed with gusto his emotions of the 
afternoon, the hope, the suspense, the 
desperation, the quiver of rejoicing. The 
immortal truth was clear to him, he had 
made his great discovery: that a man 
is young as often as he falls in love.”’ 
(Kennerly.)

fanciful as a young poet, altha&igh her 
appetite was keen and Mrs. Josephine 
Dodge Daskam insists upon her fat 
and sturdy legs. 

Wie meet Caroline at the age of 10. 
She runs away with—no, to a young 
man who has a trick dog and a terrible 
case of wanderlust. She wants to travel 
with the young man and the dog, but 
is caught and returned in time to the 
keep of more or less un-understanding 
relatives. .

holds you a willing prisoner enchained 
in the frothiest of fiction from its first 
to its last page. The charm of idle 
and inconsequential narrative is what 
turns the trick. The hero of the new 
story is neither a modest man nor does 
he have any adventures to speak of. All 
the more credit to his author, there- 
fore, for making us enjoy him and his 
tale whether we will or no. 

Peter Van Twiller does nothing more 
dramatic than to go holidaying from 
Long Island becauSe a club-crony of 
his, in love with his daughter, Alida, 
steals a pig which Van Twiller wagered 
couldn’t be stolen. In Paris, with the 
most placid aimlessness, he faintly re- 
vives his youthful memories of the gay 
French capital, and takes his two 
daughters, Alida and Dulcima, on little 
jaunts of sight-seeing emprise, indo- 
lently “‘shooing’’ away from the girls 
certain likable young French army of- 
ficers who fall genuinely captive to 
American feminine charms. Casually, 
meanwhile, he listens to a desultory 
series of anecdoes told by a former 
Franco-American chum, whom he 
hadn’t seen for many years—and these 
anecdotes constitute the major portion 
of the book. 

But, although Peter Van  Twiller 
fondly imagines that he is successfully 
preventing Alida from betrothal to his 
Long Island club-crony, and Dulcima 
from a similar exchange of affection 
with a young Gallic son of Mars, he 
really isn’t—wherefore the chiming of

dation for a detective story. 
In “The Gold Bag” by' Carolyn Wells,

It is 
always dangerous to do this while mere- 
ly passing through a country.

“‘pagans.’’ It smacks of eighteenth and 
not twentieth century ideas of. religion. 
Otherwise the book is enjoyable and 
awakens a desire for travel. It is pro- 
fusely illustrated with prints of photo- 
graphs taken especially for it. It is 
also adequately indexed so. as to serve 
as a reference book on the Balkans.

EGYPT AND HOW TO SEE IT. 


HIS is the title of a little book 
i & which has been issued in three 
languages, with colored pictures 
of familiar scenes in Egypt. It is in a 
way a guide book, though containing 
considerably more informatton than one 
requires of a book which facilitates 
travel without any pretense to informa- 
tion that is not immediately useful. It 
is published under the supervision of 
the Egyptian State Railways, and nat- 
urally confines itself pretty much 35 to 
what may be seen along the railroads.

A CRITIC OF HAECKEL, 


R. S. PH. MARCUS of Pyrmont, 
Germany, makes a valiant at- 
tack on Ernst Haeckel’s monism 

as expressed in his ‘‘Riddle of the Uni- 
verse,”” in a little book entitled: ‘‘What 
Is This Universe?. Christian Faith 
versus Monist Dreams.”’ Dr. Robert W. 
Felkin, the translator of Dr. Marcus’ 
little book, says that on the continent? 
of Europe no less than 30 ‘‘churches’’ 
have been founded to worship Haeck- 
el’'s ‘‘Mighty Atom,’ a paradoxical state 
of things, because Haeckel stoutly de- 
nie& the existence of God. Dr. 
calls attention to the difference be- 
tween living and dead matter; to the 
mystery of individuality, which dis- 
proves the teaching that all the «tre- 
mendous variations in the animal and 
vegetable kingdoms have sprung from 
the sa kind ‘of ' simple primordial 
cells; to the evidences for design in 
creation; to the undeniable progress in 
morals made by man, which disproves 
the assertion that he is a mere creature 
of unchangeable natural laws; and to 
the evidence found in the human heart 
itself that something divine inheres in 
life, not to be explained in terms of 
science. 

Dr. Marcus appears to have invented 
a new term for the vital force in ani- 
mal and vegetable life; he calls it the 
life ether and compares it with the cos- 
mic ether. He is not always clear in 
his meaning, and goes eut of his way | 
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cura with the body*of his argument. 


He fails to note that the so-called mon- 
ists of modern days have adopted a 
misleading title when they attempt to 
classify themselves as  materialists. 
Monism is not necessarily materialism 
or atheism. He is a monist who be- 
lieves in one underlying reality, wheth- 
er that reality be considered as ma- 
terial or spiritual or something higher 
than either. (Funk & Wagnalls Co. 
New York and London.)

ITH all the reguiar membPetrs of

nue and Natural Bridge road, Saturday 
afternoon. 

The game marks the opening of the 
baseball season in St. Louis and the 
capacity of League Park promises to be 
taxed. Saturday morning it was report- 
ed that almost all the reserved seats 
had been sold out. 

“¢ To obtain a good line on the strength 

“of the St. Louis teams to date has been 
practically impossible. While in Hot 
Springs the Browng played six games 
with the Reds of Cincinnati, but in none 
of fhe contests did Manager Wallace 
gee fit to use what will eventually be 
his regular team. His lineup included 
only recruit members of the squad. 

The only games the Cardinals have 
played this season aside from the frac- 
tice conflicts between the Regulars and 
Colts were with the Kansas City (Amer- 
ican Association) outfit a week ago.

He is not taking his punishment so eéasily as he would suggest by his 
conversation and a sudden flash of his old spirit from time to time, when 
forced to obey where aforetime‘he had ordered, proved that he had not yet 


attained the calm and placid life. 
“The experience is not so unpleasant 
as people might think,’”’ said Ruef, when 
asked his impressions of prison life. 
“There is a lot of human interest here 
and to an observer like myself it is all 
interesting. Here everyone is on the 
same level and the conditions complete- 
ly exemplify the ideal Utopia.”’ 
‘‘Here,”” he continued, “every man 
does his allotted sha@re of work, as is 
the dream of the advanced Socialist, and 
no man is higher than another by virtue 
of his station in life, his wealth or his 
birth. All men here are indeed equal, 
if not freey I believe that I will have 
a certain amount of enjoyment in 
watching events here and I know that 
what I observe will be of great assist- 
ance to me in attaining a better under- 
standing of just what is meant by a 


perfect Utopia. 

Stripes on Zebra Make for Beauty. 

‘The uniform, which some look upon 
as a badge of shame, its of itself noth- 
ing to me. The feeling with which the 
typifies an idea-—that stripes mark a 
degradation. It is merely the associa- 
tion of the fact with the idea that 
causes persons to think of a prison suit 
with horror. The zebra is no less beau- 
tiful than the horse, for instance. With 
him the stripes are an ornament, in- 
creasing his value. 

‘T intend strictly to abide by the 
rules and will do whatever I am told to 
do as cheerfully and as well as [ can. 
I am to work in the jute mill at first, 
and I believe that my work there will 
give a great opportunity te complete 
uniform ig seen is merely subjective, 
and has but little basis in fact. It 
my studies along the line of altruism. 
I am not taking any heed of outside 
affairs and am leaving my case in the 
hands of my attorneys. They will take 
whatever steps they think are right, 
and I will be notified of what has been 
done when the proper time comes. 
Meanwhile I will follow the course I 
have outlined, and, accepting my fate 
with what cheerfulness I can, shall 
endeavor to do my duty with obedience 
and fidelity.’’

There was but little trace of the Ruef 
of four er five years ago when, in the 
height of his power, he held semi-regal 
court fn this oaity. 

*“Ruef will, of course, have no special 
favors shown him,” said Warden Hoyle,

some time, however, and as soon as he 
is tn line for advancement to a position 


in some other department he will be giv- 
en such a post. It probably will be many 
weeks before such a vacancy exists, and 
in the mean‘ime he will de the same 
work as other prisoners of his grade.”’ 
The suit which Ruef wore into prison 
he will probably never see again. It will 
be given to the prison tailor, and that in- 
dividual will press it and store it away.

TRAFFIC BLOCKED TO 
SINK BIG TUNNEL 


Tubes 278 Feet Long at Chicago 
Must Be Handled as Carefully 
as Fragile Eggs. 


CHICAGO, March 25.—By special per- 
mit of the War Department at W'ash- 
ington, the Chicago River is to be 
biocked to all traffic tomorrow while 
two tugs, six hoisting engines and 100 
men swing the La Salle street tunnel 
into place and sink it to its permanent 
resting place, 26 feet below the surface 
of the river. 

At noon today every cable is in place 
and every bolt tightened, for one error 
in the handling of the big double tubes 
of steel and concrete may mean a loss 
of more than $100,000. Being in the shape 
of the barrel of a double-barreled shot- 
gun, with a length of 278 feet, a width 
of 45 feet and a height of 25 feet, the 
leng bore must be lowered to its bed as 
"gently as though it were filled with eggs 
worth 40 cents a dozen. 

The contractors have arranged to have 
the water gates at Lockport closed at 5 
o'clock Sunday morning. The Chicago 
River will be at a standstill at 10 o'clock. 
As soon as the tunnel is firmly in place 
the gates will be opened.

Program Is to Adjourn Not Later 
Than July if Senate Is

WASHINGTON, March 2%.—Accord- 
ing to the plans of the Democratic 
members of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the House the extra session 
of the Sixty-second Congress will pass 
a rectprocity treaty and three tariff 





schedules. 
The reciprocity measure will be prac- 


ticalfy the same as the McCall bill, and 
will stand alone, and will come first on 


the program. 
After this the woolen schedule will 


be taken up and handled with gloves 
off. It is understood that the duty 
will be reduced from 11 cents and 13 
cents a pound for long and short wool 
to 5 and 8 cents. 

Some of the Democrats wish to pass 
this first, to appease the farmers who 
oppose reciprocity with Canada. The 
majority of the committee, however, 
is in favor of passing the reciprocity bill 
first, and that is the order now. 

The cotton schedule, with reductions 
all down the line, will come next. Aft- 
er this foodstuffs will be considered, 
with a view to certain revisions that 
will have a tendency to make the cost 
of living lower. 

“When this is done,”’ said a member 
of the Ways and Means Committee to- 
day, “‘we will quit until the regular ses- 
sion, when the task will be resumed 
and completed. I do not believe that 
the House will go further at the ex- 
tra session, unless the Senate behaves 
better than we think it will. 

“IT believe the Senate will pass the re- 
ciproadtty measure. At any rate, if the 
House—the Democratic wing—passes a 
reciprocity bill and three important 
schedules, and puts these measures up 
to the Senate, it will have done its part. 
The Democrats can go to the people 
upon that. The measures passed by us 
will define the Democratic position. Our 
record will be all right. \

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MENINGITIS KILLS 
DOCTOR: CAUSE OF 
INFECTION PUZZLE 


Had Not Attended Patient Suf- 
fering From Disease in Year, 
as Far as Khown. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, March 25.—Dr. Ray- 
mond Brown, house physician of the 
Hudson Street Hospital, died in that 
institution Thursday afternoon of 
cerebro-spinal meningitis. For a 
year, as far as known, Dr. Brown had 
not come in contact with any hospi- 
tal patient suffering from the dis- 
ease. His death from spinal menin- 
gitis is the quickest on record. Dr. 
Ashley, the bacteriologist on Swin- 


burne Island, who died Tuesday, sur- 
vived for 29% hours after he mani- 


ifested the first symptoms. Dr. Brown 


died 18 hours‘after he complained of 
suffering from “a severe cold.” 

A hospital attendant attracted to 
Dr. Brown's room at 6 o'clock Thurs- 
day morning found him delirious and 
wandering aimlessly about his room. 
Within a short time his delirium 
grew so he had to be restrained. 
Then, at once, it seemed, his body 
grew perfectly rigid. The serum dis- 
covered by Dr. Simon Flexner, head 
of the Rockefeller Institute, was ad- 
ministered to Dr. Brown twice. On 
neither occasion’ did Dr. Brown re- 
spond. 

“We are absolutely unable to ex- 
Plain how Dr. Brown contracted the 
disease,”” said Dr. Hoch, successor to 
Dr. Brown. “For nearly a year we 
haven’t had a spinal meningitis pa- 
tient in the hospital. It may be that 
in his work on the ambulance Dr. 
Brown attended a patient suffering 
from the disease.” 

Dr. Alvah H. Doty, health officer of 
the port, has started an investigatéon 
to ascertain if Dr. Brook attended an 
immigrant admitted to the country.

Judge, Landis Touched by Her 

Appeal Gives Army Recruit 
Chance to Reform. 


CHICAGO, March 2.—A letter from 
a mother to her son caused Judge K. 
M. ‘Landis, in the United States Dis- 
Mriet Court to extend unusual clem- 
ency to the xoung man yesterday. The 
case was that of Glenn Koss, 22 years 
old, charged with having enlisted in the 
United States army in Chicago and 
embezzled the passage money fur- 
nished him to take him to Jefferson 
Barracks. He admitted he drank on 
the train and went through to Memphis, 
where he gave himself up to the re- 
cruiting officers and was sent back to 
Chicago. f 

The mother’s letter read: “ 
“The trouble your are in is almost 
more than I can bear. Your trouble is 
serious, and I know it was drink. But 
you must be honest with the court that 
tries you and must take your punish- 
ment like a man. You must be true 
to your country even though you have 
to go to prtson. I would rather have 
you in jail than in a saloon. If you 


stop drinking we shall be glad to have 
you come home when you have served 
your punishment, whatever it may be. 
Your father will give you work if you 
do not drink. I will pray for you every 
night as I always: have dane, and 
that you will come home to us and 
be true to yourself and your coup- 
try.”

“And, mind you, I have means of 
learning about you,”’ warned Judge Lan- 
dis. “But I don’t want to use them. I 
want you to write me often. And I 
want to hear that your are not get- 
ting drunk.
